Premier's Statement 
Re Conscription 


The prime minister, having re- 
ceived communications from many 
parts of the country respecting dif- 
ficulties which have arisen by reason 
of inconsistnat decisions of tribunals 
in dealing with exemptions has issued 
a long letter to the public in which he 
goes fully into the intention of the 
Military Service Act, and more es- 
pecially as it applies to farmers and 
farm help.. After dealing with other 
matters the premier says: 

“The purpose of the Military Ser- 
vice Act is to provide the needed re- 
inforcements by means of a selected 
draft; and it was the intention of par- 
liament that those who could serve 
their country more usefully and effec- 
tively by continuing in essential work 
in which they were engaged should 
continue there, and should be exempt 
from military...service. This inten- 


_ tion was not founded upon considera- 
. tino for the individual as such, but in 


furtherance of the paramount national 
interest, The instructions issued to 
the tribunals emphasized the import- 
ance of production, and especially the 
production of food and munitions. 

“From reports received by the 
prime minister it appears that in 
some instances tribunals have refused 
exemption where the circumstances 
distinctly required that it should be 
granted; as for example, in cases 
where exemption has been. refused to 
men long engaged in agricultural pro- 
duction, without whose labor such pro- 
duction could not he conducted. 

“In these cases, it is remedied by 
appeal, the procedure for which is of 
the simplest character. A letter to 
the regietrar of the province is suf- 
ficient and the appellant need not en- 


gage the services of a lawyer.” 

The registrar in this province may 
be addressed as follows: 
The Registrar, under 

Service Act, Calgary.

Rate Payers’ Meeting | 
Poorly Attended 


The annual rate-payers. meeting, 


held last Monday night in the Em- 


press theatre, was very poorly attend- 


ed, not over 30 citizens being present 
outside of the members of the council 


and school board. Mayor Bott called 
the meeting to order and asked those 


present to elect a chairman. W. H. 
Hatcher was nominated and as there 
was no other nominations, he was de- 


clared elected. Mr. Hatcher took the 
chair and explained the object of the 


meeting, after which he called upon 
Mayor Bott to give a general outline 
of what had been done by the council 
during the past year. This was done 
by his worship, after which Councillor 
Howard, who is chairman of the 


finance committee of the council, was 


called upon to explain the details of 
the financial statement, which was 
printed in the Review last week. Ap- 
parently his explanations were satis- 
factory to those present, as no one 
asked any questions in regard to it. 

Mr. Wm. Riddell then took the floor 
and read the financial report of the 
Redcliff School District, and also a re- 
port from School Inspector Gorman. 
Inspector Gorman’s report showed 
that the school was being conducted in 
a very satisfactory manner, and com- 
plimented the teaching staff upon the 
results obtettred. After Mr. Riddell 
had completed the reading of the re- 
port several members of the board 
took the floor and defended the board 
against certain adverse criticisms by 
citizens-who have children attending 
the school. Mayor Bott also took part 
in the discussion and advised parents 
who had grievences in connection with 
the school management or the teach- 
ing staff to take the matter direct to 
the board. This could be done at any 
regular meeting of the board, which 
are held on the first and third Thurs- 
day nights of the month, in the school 
building.’ 

Mr. Albert Collard then arose and 
asked if the council was making any 
preparations for an increased water 
supply for the coming year. Coun- 
cillor Lavelle, chairman of the water 
committee of the council, answered 
him by stating that everything pos- 
sible was being done to this end and 
assured Mr. Collard that if the river 
did not go dry that the town would 
have plenty of water from now on. 

As there was nothing else brought 
up at the meeting the chairman asked 
all to rise and ging the national an- 
thum, Mrs. Patterson playing the ac- 
companiment an the piano..

being published from day-to day.. We 
have been. Last Monday word from 
the military depxrtment brought ‘the 
sad news that Lytton Wilde, youngest 
son of Mrs. Wilde, of this towh, had 
made the supreme sacrifice, having 
died from wounds previously reported. 
The other casualty was that of Jack 
Walker, son of Mrs, Walker, of the 
Box Springs dictrict, who is reported 
missing. . 

Young Wilde was only 21 years 
of age. Although he was a western 
lad, having beon been born here, he 
was in Toronto. working when war 
broke out and he enlisted with the en- 
gineer corps of that city. He has been 
t the front for nearly. three years, 
and had been three times gassed, Last 
summer he was awarded the military 
medal for keeping. the lines of com- 
munication open at great risk of los- 
ing his life. Lytton was a fine stamp 
of young manhood. Although only 
twenty-one years of age he was well 
developed, and a strong healthy, fear- 
less lad. Besides his widowed mother 
he also leaves a sister, Mrs. Roy Aug- 
er, and a brother, William, all of this 
district, to whom the sympathy of 
their many friends is extended in. this 
terrible hour, 

Private Jack Walker, who is men- 
tioned as missing, is well known in 
Redcliff and surrounding district. He 
was among the first settlers to come 
in here and for several years lived 
with his mother in the Box Springs 
district. His wife and two children 
are at present residing at Bowell. 
Walker was a veteran of the South 
African war. It is hoped that more 
favorable reports will be heard from 
him in’the near future. 

Mrs, Walker and Mrs. Wilde, moth- 
ers of the two men mentioned ahove 
are sisters,
